As I hatl been, before RoiiiK to 
Cliina, a teacher in Rochester, N. 
Y. , it was natural that the initial 
work for the Chinese deaf-uuites 
should have its inception in the 
Rochester vSchool. To Miss Harriet 
H. Hamilton, who so recently ex- 
chan>;ed earthly for heavenly activi- 
ties, beloiiKS Ihe hoilor of forming 
the firsf society of its kind in 
America, jierhaps in the world — 
that of deaf people banded toKether 
to help the deaf of foreign lands. 
This society took the name of " The 
Silent Workers," and was composed 
of many of the older pupils in the 
school. Soon after "The I,ittle 
Helpers " society was formed among 
the younger jxipils by Miss Mary H. 
Touscy, now Mrs. T'" W. ll:i\t. of 
Park City, Utah. 

Of cour.se, the oin- i iM.i...r. ...u\ 
some spending money, but mo.st of 
the i)cnnics at the dispo.sal of the 
"Little Heljiers" were given to 
I horn by Miss Tousey for keeping 
(lii-ir hands clean. 

Miss Hamilton kept up her inter- 
est in the work of " The Silent 
Workers," plannhig their programs 
and attending the meetings even 
after she left the school, and in 
everything she found an able and 
faithful lieutenant in Mr. Clayton 
McLaughlin, while "The Little 
Hcl])ers" are now x-i^;.-!' >nttded by 
Mi.ss Ro.sa Halpcn. 

Over these two socutH's beautiful 
Mary Westervelt shed her sweet in- 
llueiices as she did over everything 
connected with the life of the school, 
and gave to each the benefit of her

vvmKi'is :in- iiiiw |)rO]K)S!ng to 

rai.se' two scholarships in memory of 
those beloved teachers, who fir.st 
turned their attention to China and 
its great need in 1887. They have 
always been faithful "workers" 
and helpers." Their gift was tlie 
first to reach China, and to Dr. 
Westervelt, backed by his Board of 
Directors, is due, more than to any 
other ])crson, the change which I 
made in iXij.S from general mi.ssioii 
work to giving all of my time to the 
education of the deaf in China. 

Writing, as I am, entirely from 
memory, it .seems to me that the 
next circle to become interested was 
that in Belfast, Ireland Miss 
Agne,4 McVicker, now wife of Mr. 
W. IC. Harris, editor of "The 
Messenger ' ' and a teacher in the 
Belfast Institution for the Deaf, 
wrote asking for infornatiou in re- 
gard to the deaf in China that the 
Irish deaf might have a .share in 
what was being done. This was 
the beginning of an interest that has 
never wavered, and Mr. Harris has 
always kept n corner in "The 
Messenger" in which to reiwrt 
gifts and give news of fur work. 
At about the same time interest was 
started among the memliers of the 
Deaf and Dumb Benevolent vSociety 
of Ivdinburg, vScotland, through Mi.ss 
Dewar, who, until her d»ath, work- 
ed untiringly for the cause. They 
hold the banner as regards the larg- 
est yearly gift tu the work, usually 
raising, by sales and collections, the 
generous ."Uin of (/,5<0 ''f'y I>ounds 
Sterling. It i.s touching to know 
that among the articles exposed for 
•Hale at their last bazaar was work 
done by four young women who are 
blind as well as deaf. 

Both the Belfast and the iidin- 
Imnv societies have re.'iched out and 
iiiic listed a.ssociatcd circles of the 
deaf in other places, and have l)een 
able to setid aid to India as well as 
to China. 

The work in Kdinburg is done 
under the al'le guidance of the Rev. 
yj. J. llttusell, pastor of the Church 
for the Deaf and Dumb, at 49 Albany 
Street, aided by h\a assistants and 
church members. 

We must not omit what has been 
d<jne by the members of The Royal 
Institution for the De.-if and Dumb, 
(ilasgow, Scolland. atid the interest 
.shown by Mrs. Ware, wife of the 
Bishoji of Durh.im. 

It is imix)ssible in the short space 
at my commaml to write at length, 
as I .should like to do, of each 
society and school which has sent 
gifts. At least thirty difference 
circles have reached out their heljv 
ful hands to their silent brothers 
and sisters in the Orient.

whose name does not appear on this 
list, but which has .sent several very 
generous gifts, is the one at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and the help in which 
in former years came from the deaf 
cla.ss connected with the Madi.sou 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, New 
York, has been missed. 

Among the recent circles to be- 
come helpfully interested are the 
deaf of Chicago, under the gifted 
leadership of Rev. P.J. Hasenstab, 
of the Methodist Conference, and his 
earnest helpers. They have estab- 
lished two .'•cliolarships " in addition 
to which they do their share for 
their own church work. Their 
example is noteworthy. 

The Piiget Sound As.sociation is 
"a live wire," electrified by the 
fine personality of Mr. Wm. S. Root, 
editor of an interesting paper for the 
deaf called "The Observer," 
])ublishe(l at vSeattle, Washington. 

The following schools of the 
Northwest send their contributions 
through Mr. Root : Vancouver , 
Washington, per Mr. W. S. Hunter; 
Salem, Oregon, per Mr. T. L. Lind- 
stroiii ; Boulder, Montana, per Mr. 
Philip Brown ; Sioux Kails, South 
Dakota, per Mr. L. M. Hunt; .ilso, 
the Portland Society of the Deaf, 
Mr. John O'Reiehel, President. 

The founding of two .scholarships 
l)y the inipils of "The New York 
Ilard-of-hearing School," to be 
known as "the Nitchie Scholar- 
•ships," speaks of tender sympathy 
for the adlicted and of brave hearts 
to do. 

The Philadelphia deaf are plan- 
ning .something fine under Rev. C. 
O. Dantzer's leadership. It may 
take the form of a " Syle Scholar- 
.shij)." 

The Mt. Airy School Teachers' 
A.s.sociation remembers the work 
with an annual gift and through its 
induence itiembers of the Directors' 
lioard are numbered among the 
donors. 

The deaf of Canada find their re- 
presentative in Mrs Wm. Watt, 
whom they have authorized to col- 
lect for the Chefot) School. Space 
forbids me speaking of others whose 
gifts have been just as fully appreci- 
ated, butl hope to write more fully 
on this toi>ic at another time 

The spirit of love and unity which 
characterizes all of the sweet acts of 
charity — the ilower and fruit of our 
Christianity -warms our hearts and 
gives us cheer which we gladly pass 
on to the lonely, neglected deaf- 
mutes of China. 

Out of great sorrow the work for 
the Chinese deaf was born, and we 
want the deaf of Christian lands to 
feel in a very special way that the 
work is /heirs, and to learn the les- 
son that it has brought to me — vis., 
that bravely helping others to bear 
their burdens eases our own. 

Any one on this side of the world, 
interested in the betterment of the 
deaf at home or abroad, who in his 
peregrinations may reach the Orient, 
is most cordially invited to visit 
Chefoo. 

We are anticipating a rare treat 
tVhen Dr. and Mrs. Bell, who have 
shown generous interest in the work 
and who are now circling the globe, 
pay us the promi.sed visit.

We clip the following from the 
Wheeling Ttlegraph of July 1st : — 

R. Gary Montague, Superintt^n- 
dent of the Schools for the Deaf 
and Bliu<l at Rownev, sends the 
following to the Telegraph with n 
request that it be printed: 

" The first object of this school is 
to fit every pupil who comes here, 
t<i make an honest living, either 
with his hands of his head, in spite 
of Ihe handicap of deafness or 
blindness. While here, just as 
gooti care is taken of the children 
as they would receive in their own 
homes. Their railroad fare to and 
from hoiTio is paid, and if necessary 
a certain amount of clothing is 
furnished each child which is paid 
for by tlie county from which he 
comes. 

Constant, religious and moral in- 
struction of a non-sectarian nature 
is given and ever effort is made to 
impress the pupils with the impor- 
tance of honesty and uprightness in 
their daily lives. Church-going for 
the blind pupils Is encourage*! in 
eveiy way possible though not made 
compulsory. 

All deaf pupils, who show any 
ability to do so, will be taught to talk 
ami to read the lips. A course of 
instruction will i)e given lo Ihe 
blind pupils which will prepare 
them for passing the public school 
teachers' examinations for teaching 
in the public schools. 

We teaoh the following trades to 
the de.if— tailoring, printing, bak- 
ing, carpentering, shoe and harness 
making — to the Idind : broom mak- 
ing, mattress making; and we hope 
by another year to greatly increase 
the efficiency of our shops and to 
add one or two more imlustries to 
the blind department. Also by an- 
other year we shall makethe instruc- 
tion in sewing much more thorough 
including embroidering, knitting 
and crocheting, for the lilind and 
deaf girls. 

The use of tobacco is positively 
forbi«*den in this school, and pupils 
who are so given to this hal»it as to 
be unable to bieak themselves, will 
have to be sent home. 

We are always glad to see and 
meet pupils' parents, but the}' can 
not 1)0 l>oarded at the school. 

Training the iniiaoleH will be 
given to the pupils, to develop their 
strength and vigor of mind and 
body. Means for healthy and plea- 
sant games and exeitfises for the 
blind cliildien will be devised. 

It shall be our etTort to give all 
our pupils such household duties as 
they should perform in a well re- 
gulated home. The Imys make 
iheir beds, sweep and scrub their 
dormitories and clean the yaids, and 
the girls will wash the dishes, set 
the tat>les, ilo ironing once a week, 
and we lioi>e soon to give regular 
instruction in-cooking, but we may 
not be able to do this by next ses- 
sion. 

Pupils and other persons will con- 
fer a favor on me and a lasting 
benefii upon any deaf or blind child 
whom they may know, by sending 
me the address of the parents of 
such children and l«y doing so at 
once — because our accommodations 
are limited aiul delay may cost the 
child a year's education."

8ault(Ml and robbed i)y negrO fool- 
patln on the night of .Inly 2d, at 
133(1 Htreet and Seventh Avenue, 
diHti on Thursday, July 7lh, ai a 
lew minuleM aft^r four in the after- 
noon. 

The npinal cord was crushed mid 
he was paralyzed from the sliouldeiH 
to the feet. He could not talk by 
the fiiiKei alphabet, an'l althoii(ili 
he made many etTorts to gesture 
with his arms, he could not move 
them HutBciently to make himself 
understood. 

His brain was clear up to a few 
minutes of his death, which came 
suddenly and unexpectedly. IIIh 
remains were given over to the cor- 
oner for oflicial action, and after 
the law had tteen complied wiili 
were given to an undertaker acting 
upon Mrs. McKerahan's order. 

The funeral was held at three 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon, at 
St. Ann's Church for Deaf-Mut(?8, 
a good many deaf friends being 
present, including nearly all of the 
members of the League of Elect 
Surds (in full regalia) in which the 
deceased was a member in the As- 
sociate degree. 

Rev. Mr. Keiser oflQeiated at the 
church and later read the committal 
service at the grave in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 

At Mie church, the League of 
Elect Surds ritual was gone through. 
Past Grand Rulers Hodgson and 
F'ox and Grand Ruler LeClercq 
leading, while the other grand 
oflBcers and brethren made the re- 
sponses and joined in the invoca- 
tion. 

The remains were in a silver- 
trimmed broadcloth casket, which 
was covered with floral offerings, 
among which were : A pillow of 
white roses, inscribed " HUSBAND ;"

On July 2il, 1910, Edward David 
Wilson eiit,eied int<t lesti. The end 
came so suddenly and unexpectedly 
that it was a shock to his many 
friemls here, few, if any, having 
been aware of his last illness. 1 1 
was known that he was not enjoy- 
ing good health for some time, but 
hifl friends were not alarmed by his 
condition, nor did his relatives seem 
to lie. However, a sudden eluinire 
for the worse came a week before 
his deiith, and the intense li(*at un- 
doubtedly liaMten«'d the eiitl. The 
direct cause of tleath was heart 
trouble and other complications. 
He was aged forty-eight years and 
seven months. 

Mr, Wilson graduated from the 
old Pennsylvania Institution at 
Broad and Pino Streets, 1879, and 
almost immediately entered his 
father's wtjolessle clothing estab- 
lishment as a trimmei, and contin- 
ued so until the Ixisiness was sold 
out, about ten or twelve years ago. 
He then worked for oilier cloth- 
ing firms, latterly for the Kisreh- 
baum Company, at Broad Street 
and Washington Avenue, • 

On May 4th, 1893, Mr. Wilson 
married Miss Helen Rachel 
Levi, a daughter of the late Valen- 
tine Levi, a clothing merchant, by 
whom he had three children, two 
surviving him with his wife, 'I'lie 
names of the children are: Valen- 
tine fievi Wilson, aged sixteen ; Loo 
nard Robert Wilson, aged fourteen; 
aud Edward D, Wilson, Jr. The 
older boy, Valentine, is at present 
a student of the Central Manual 
Training School. 

Mr. Wilson's parents aie .still 
living, also his wife's mother, Mrs. 
Rose Levi, with whom the couple 
have been living since marriatte. 
About three years ago Mr. Wilson 
was operated on for appendicitis. 
His case was so advanced that It 
was an (txlremely dangerous ofiera- 
ation, but he pulled Ihioiiifli safely. 
Formerly Mr. Wilson look an ac- 
tive part in the affairs of the deaf 
hereabouts, but for the past few 
years had preferred seclusion, refus- 
ing all requests of his friends t,o 
continue his activity. He was one 
of the original members of the Gal- 
laudet Club. 

The funeral took i)Iace on Mon- 
day, July 4th, at 10 a.m., from his 
mother-in-law's residence, 1773 
North 16th Street, Rabbi E. May- 
er officiated both at the house and 
the grave. The floral offerings were 
profuse and very beaut ifiil. The 
Gallaudet Club sent a handsome 
piece. The interment was in the 
Mt. Sinai Cemetery, and the pall 
tieavers were Messrs. Henry Blatic- 
kerisee, Harry G Gunkol, Henry 
Sil-iutzer, William Loo, R, E. ITn- 
derwood and Jas, -S. Reider.

It is contliiiii""j -I slow, insiilioiis, 
sure poison. 

Its result rjiii i)<^ foretold as ac- 
curatelv as the expert alienist can 
forsoo the ond of incipient locomotor 
ataxia. 

Fortunately, most young men who 
begin the habit quit il Iroforo it gels 
a vital hold upon them. Wore this 
not so, how could the student body 
outstrip their ynofeHsors nt Har 
ard, Vale and Dart month? Tlicne 
young men stnoke cigaretios jiisl as 
they d,'Vt)l)le In strange vice when 
away from the immeiliate restraint 
of family and home. Later most of 
thorn sqiiaro away and become pil- 
lars of society, 

I admit that tho moral strabismus 
of t he cinarei 1 i.sl ia not always caused 
primarily by his smtdiing. I admit 
that it is a fact that idle, slipshod, 
inert, secretive and untruthful take 
to the habit very kintlly. In short, 
I admit that booauso a thing goes 
with a thing, the thing is not iieees- 
sarily the cause of the Ihing, 

Tho cigarette smoker is not a de- 
generate because ho smokes cigaret- 
tes. Quite often ho is a cigarette 
smoker because ho is a dogeri<!rate. 
Some cigarette smokers make line 
distinctions Ix^tween the factory- 
prepared article and those they roll 
with their weak, nervous lingers in 
our presence. But after a long and 
eareftil Hliidy of the subjeei, 1 can 
find no reason to sup{)oso that there 
Is any real choice in (ligarette 
fiaper, cigarettes or cigarettiHls. 
The burning of tobacco aiirl (laper 
totrether in proximity to tho saliva 
tlistils a subtle chemical poison that 
has its suio etrects oven upon tho 
strongest constitution. 

(Jigarotto smoking begins with an 
effort t«» be smart. 

It soon becomes a phmsuro — a 
satisfaction — and serves to bridge 
oven tho moment of iMMVdiwm.Mu or 
I embarrassment. 



Next it becomes a ueceasity of 
life — a fixed habit. 

Beginning as a habit, the matter 
(*re long becomes a vice, Tho first 
indication of dogener-ation is in 
your cigiirotto smoker's secretive- 
ness. He feels his weaknens, and 
so seeks to present a bold front, 
Bliitr is his chief characteristic. 
Ho tries to make an impression— 
ho talks big, is full of promises. 
Ho confuses dates, times and 
places, and often will tell you he 
has done a thing when he only in- 
tends to do it. Only tho strong 
man is honest — only the healthy 
tell the truth. 

A lie is a disease of the will, hypo- 
crisy is a symptom. 

For pliyMical exertion ourcigaret- 
tisl has a profounil dislike. Should 
you by much effort get him into an 
outdoor game, ho soon gr-ows weary 
and stojiH to light a cigarette. 
When he rides ho jiollutes the 
inorniiig air Willi smoke. Eire long 
he will grow as limp as a printer's 
roller in July, his vertebra is Good- 
year; all of his decision goes into 

The cigaretlist has an abnormal 
egotism — he has much faith in him- 
self. If this faith wavers, he rolls 
a cigai'otte. 

Often in advanced stages half the 
day is given to rolling cigarettes. 
To find mon who roll cigarettes for 
their own smoking for (Uie or two 
hours a day is not difficult, 

I do not make my appeal to the 
cigaretlist himself, because it is of 
no use. H(f has a fixtMl belief that 
he is imiiititie, and that all men are 
mortal but hiniNelf, 

His name is Mr. Knowitall, 

Ho grir(S at warning, laughs at 
the advi(!e oThis best friends, and 
turns your brotherly appeal into a 
joke. He sets his foolish little will 
against thei knowledge and experi- 
ence of the scientific business 
W(>rld — all of which is but a symp- 
tom of his paranoiac malady. 

The man who quits tho oigai'otte 
habit must see his own folly and 
convince his own mind of the ex- 
islcnce of tho vice ere it can be 
eradicat(>d. 'I'lie trouble is in his 
brain. There is no salvation for 
him outside himself. There is no 
doubt that the cigai-ette softens a 
man of good impulses, and over and 
over in his heart there sweep re- 
solves to coRse all subterfuge and 
bo true, bill these nmudlin resolves 
are not to be trtisied any more than 
you hearken to the promise of a 
" dope fiend," The choice be- 
tween cigarettes and daily doses of 
cocaine, morphine or bromide, is 
very slight— all and each lead 
downwind to tho grave.

About IVood. 



It soon may come to pass that we 
will make our clothing of wood. 
Mr. James Hope, of Rouen, France 
has been telling the National As- 
sociation of Cotton Manufacturers 
at Boston alxnit a new process of 
making a substitute for cotton from 
spruce pulp. He showed samples 
of the spruce sulistitute for cotton in 
yard and piece goods woven from 
the yarn in plain cotton form and 
with a worsted combination. The 
process is the work of a Fiench 
inventor. Mr. Hope ^aid that ar 
rHiigements aie being made to have 
it mHnuf.ictured extensively in Eng 
land, where there is a demand for 
a substitute for cotton for certain 
purposes to make the British less 
dependent upon the United States 
for (tottoii. Plans are also going 
forwaid for making the substitutes 
in other parts of Europe, and it may 
become one of the great industries 
in the spruce forests of Canada and 
Russia It is said that the new 
substitute takes on dyes, bleaching 
and flnishinK more l>rilliantly than 
ihe cotton fiber. It will resist l)oil- 
ing in water or cvustic potash for 
some minutes without change, and 
its combustion is (;ertainly no more 
rapid than thatof cotton. The cost 
of its maunfacture is much lower 
than the market price of cotton. 
The tlber can be made of any length. 
The strength of the j'arn apparent- 
ly exceeds that of cotton. So we 
may expect to hear of pretty girls 
ordering suita from peach trees ; 
politicians asking for something in 
plum ; dudes looking over spruce 
lines ; the surgeon asking what's 
new in lancewood ; Ihe joker wear- 
ing chestnut garments ; Ihe beech 
furnishing bathing suits ; crooks 
asking the price of cutaway coats 
made of slippery elm ; the school 
teacher buying something in birch, 
and so on. Its all right, but it 
will send up the price of trees. —

The followiuii, relatinjf to this 
lustitatiou, appeartxl in a recent 
iwue of Brooklyn Lift: — 

" It is douhtieas a prAvatent idea 
that commeDceuient or graduating 
exerciMfl are something to be 
shODoed except by prond parents 
and other admiring relatives of the 
youthful prodigies composing the 
graduating cIjum. There are ex- 
ceptions, however, and one of the 
most couMpicuouH and invariable of 
these is that of the New Yorii In- 
stitution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf at One Hundred and Sixty- 
third Street and Fort Washington 
Ave., which recently completed its 
Dinety-seeond year with exercises on 
the campus at Fan wood, which 
could not have failed to deeply 
move the least concerned spectator. 
Seated on a camp chair before a 
platform erected in the shadow of 
the Academic Building, one saw 
passing in review the whole pan- 
orama of the school life of the deaf ; 
bat intensely interesting as all the 
exercises are, nothing else in quife 
so imprMMiveas the military exhibit 
and aooompanying military music. 
Unless one has heard them on this 
annual occasion, or on one of the 
many others when the Fan wood 
\)oyH have been reviewed at one of 
the nnmerou8 armories in the city, 
it must l>e difficult to tielieve that a 
baud of players deprived of the 
Mose of hearing could produce 
mtulc and not only that but wonder- 
fully fine music. The idea origin- 
ated in the mind of the principal, 
Mr. Enoch Henry Currier, fifteen 
years ago, when he proposed to 
esUbiinh a military organization 
and drum corps. Undaunted by 
the general incredulity and even 
ridicule with wbieb the idea was 
received, he proceeded to put it in 
execution, and five years afl*r the 
establishment of military instruc- 
tion, the first attempts were made to 
teach military music to a number 
of the boys who posMSsed a 
sliKht degree of soood perception. 
The drills, of course, were not in- 
tended to prepare the pupils for 
military service, but to aid in the 
correction of physical defects aud 
carriage and ' to inculcate a unity 
of action coupled with a leady and 
cheerful obedience to a ortntrolliug 
mind.' As a further stimulus and 
to order that the various ceremonies 
might be performed in their entirety 
a drum corps was organized. The 
method of instruction was by mak- 
ing the pupil feel the vibrations of 
the drum on the diaphragm and 
also follow the arm movements of 
the instructor. The attempt was 
successful and then instruction in 
the use of a fife was begun ; later, 
when the pupils were able to pro- 
duce notes on a bugle, the idea of 
establishing a brass band suggested 
itself. Step by step through ted ioux 
and difficalt ways, the work pro- 
gressed until the present degree of 
really remarkable excellence wax 
attained and the FanwMxl military 
band is, to quote Mr. Currier's own 
words, ' the wonder of the public 
aud the pride of the school.'"
